To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hartley  Wintney  Rural 
District  Council. 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1970. 

The  health  of  the  District  has  been  good.  Influenza  was 
reported  from  time  to  time  but  there  was  no  epidemic.  There  was 
a small  outbreak  of  Measles  in  the  summer. 

The  natural  increase  of  population  (excess  of  births  over 
deaths)  was  594,  again  the  highest  ever  recorded,  and  the  birth 
rate  was  25*1  per  thousand  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  16. 
It  seems  that  the  massive  inward  migrations  of  1967  - 69, 
presumably  mostly  young  families,  are  now  showing  their  effects. 

As  I said  last  year,  it  is  not  entirely  a good  thing  in  these 
days  of  over-population. 

The  estimated  population  was  37,770,  a total  increase  of 

only  840. 

The  new  Basingstoke  District  Hospital  is  not  yet  in  full 
operation  but  now  provides  -most  of  the  usual  services.  Work  on 
the  Frimley  Park  Hospital  is  well  advanced. 

The  Local  Authorities7  Social  Services  Act,  1970  authorised 
the  setting  up  by  County  Councils  of  a Department  of  Social 
Services  to  take  over  the  previous  Welfare  and  other  Departments. 
Details  are  given  later. 

As  I stated  in  last  years  annual  report  the  major  scheme 
for  the  construction  of  the  new  Sewage  Works  in  Hartley  Wintney, 
the  improvements  of  the  sewers  in  Odiham  and  Hook  and  the  exten- 
sion of  the  main  drainage  to  the  village  or  Rotherwick  should 
commence  in  July  of  this  year. 

In  April,  I was  formally  appointed  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  the  District  and  to  the  other  five  Districts  of  N.E.  Hampshire. 

In  conclusion,  I must  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  encouragement  and  support 
during  the  year  and  also  Mr.  Hill,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council;  also 
Mr.  Davies,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  for  the  loyalty  and  willingness  in  their  duties.

There  were  slightly  fewer  deaths  from  Coronary  Disease  hut 
nine  were  in  patients  of  under  55  and.  this  tendency  to  occur  at 
earlier  ages  is  a feature  of  the  extra  stresses  of  modern  life. 

Lung  cancer  is  less  at  13  (only  one  woman)  hut  still  one  of 
the  commonest  cancers . 

There  was  one  maternal,  death , from,  pregnancy  toxaemia 0 Of 
tne  eight  infant  deaths  under  one  week,  prematurity  was  a factor 
in  seven.  Of  the  four  older  children  under  one  year,  three  had 
respiratory  infections.

There  were  77  cases  which  is  well  above  the  normal  figure  for 
a non-epidemic  year,  45  of  them  occured  in  a summer  outbreak  in  July 
and  August,  which  has  been  recorded  in  other  parts  of  England.  It 
is  possible  that  the  suspension  of  the  vaccination  programme  in  1969, 
when  supply  was  short,  has  resulted  in  more  susceptibles  in  the  pop- 
ulation. 

Food  Poisoning 

There  was  one  incident  of  Salmonella  Typhimurium  involving  a 
family  group  of  eleven  people  living  in  two  households.  It  was  dis- 
covered accidentally  through  a "copy  to  M.O.H."  of  a laboratory  report 
and  investigations  then  disclosed  that  four  young  children  and  one 
mother  had  been  affected.  All  were  clear  within  two  months  of  the  first 
infection  but  one  baby  was  positive  again  once,  about  two  months  later. 
The  other  tnree  cases  were  unconnected.

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  my  annual  report  for  1970 
including  the  refuse  collection  and  wet  scavenging  services  to  31st 

March,  1 971 . 

The  work  of  maintaining  the  environmental  health  standards  of  the 
district  has  continued  and  it  has  been  a busy  year  particularly  with 
regard  to  the  refuse  and  wet  scavenging  services  and  the  allocation 

of  Council  houses. 

The  London  Boroughs  Mana  jeraent  Services  finished  the  Work  Study 
survey  of  these  services,  but  after  consultations  with  the  manual 
staff  and  due  consideration  by  the  Committee  neither  schemes  were 
implemented.  It  was  necessary  therefore  to  re  -organise  the  scavenging 
routes  ourselves  owing  to  the  increasing  development  of  the  district. 
This  involved  the  alteration  of  the  collecting  day  for  some  1 ,500 
properties  and  a re-assessment  of  the  work  load  of  each  vehicle  and 
crew;  this  was  complet  r October  and  the  new  routes  were  put  into 
effect  with  very  little  inconvenience  to  householders . 

The  problem  of  dealing  with  the  growing  volume  of  refuse  at  the 
controlled  tip  was  assisted  by  the  purchase  of  a new  bulldozer  in 
August.  It  was  sometime  however  t i table  driver  could  be 

found  but  eventually  much  better  control  was  possible.  Negotiations 
were  commenced  for  a new  tipping  site  in  Bramshi.il  and  fortunately 
these  were  brought  to  conclusion  early  ir?  1971° 

The  North  Hants  and  West  Surrey  Working  Party  on  refuse  disposal 
continued  to  meet  during  the  year  and  all  participating  authorities 
agreed  to  employ  the  Local  Government  Operational  Research  Unit  to 
compute  the  future  cost  and  method  of  disposal  for  this  area. 

The  duties  of  the  Department  relating  to  the  control  of  the  gipsy 
holding  camp  at  Star  Hill,  Hartley  Win trey  ceased  on  August  14th,  when 
the  site  was  closed.  By  that  date  the  last  family  had  been  taken  into 
the  Hampshire  County  Council's  rehabilitation  centre  at  Monteagle  Close, 
Yateley.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  foresight  of  the  two  councils  in 
providing  this  holding  camp  in  1968  greatly  assisted  in  overcoming  a 
continuous  problem  for  several  parishes  which  had  been  troubled  by 
unauthorised  camping  for  many  years. 

A survey  of  those  properties  within  the  sewered  areas  and  still 
relying  on  cesspool  drainage  was  undertaken.  As  a result  of  this  report 
the  Council  decided  to  withdraw  the  cesspool  emptying  service  from  these 
properties  after  giving  12  months  notice,  i.e.,  March  31st,  1971. 

Finally,  I should  like  to  record  my  appreciation  to  all  members 
of  the  Department  for  their  assistance  during  the  year.  Special 
reference  should  be  made  to  Mr.  T,  Hook,  who  retired  in  November,  1970 
after  many  years  of  faithful  service  as  the  Council’s  rodent  operator.

HOUSING 


The  duties  of  the  Council  in  dealing  with  houses  unfit  for  human 
habitation  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957  have  been  carried  out  when 
necessary.  There  are  no  large  groups  of  properties  suitable  for  clear- 
ance areas  at  the  present  time,  and  all  properties  have  been  dealt  with 
as  individual  unfit  houses.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  - GENERAL 


Nuisances 


The  complaints  received  by  the  department  under  this  "broad  heading 
are  many  and,  varied.  They  range  from  general  defects  such  as  leaking 
roofs  and  dampness  to  noise  nuisances  arh  insect  infestations.  All 
complaints  were  inves ti gated  and  dealt  with  informally  which  requires 
time,  tact  and  patience. 

Drainage 

No  additional  surveys  for  public  sewers  were  made  during  the  year 
because  of  the  heavy  financial  commitment  involved  for  the  improvement 
of  Odiham,  Hook  and  Hartley  Wintney  sewers  and  sewage  works.  Special 
attention  was  paid  to  those  properties  within  the  existing  sewered  areas 
that  still  relied  on  cesspools.  One  years  notice  was  given  to  all  owners 
that  the  emptying  service  would  be  withdrawn  on  31st  March,  1971. 

Water  Supply 

The  district  is  supplied  with  main  water  by  the  Mid  Southern  Water 
Company  and  I am  grateful,  to  the  Chief  Engineer  for  the  following  report: - 

The  sources  supplying  the  Rural  District  are  all  underground  in  the 
Chalk  formation.  All  are  subject  to  treatment,  and  regular  examination 
has  shown  that  the  processes  are  continually  effective  in  producing  a 
water  suitable  for  public  supply  purposes.  There  have  been  no  restric- 
tions regarding  quantity. 

Immediate  remedial  measures  would  be  initiated  if  sampling  revealed 
contamination  of  a treated  water.  Reservoirs  and  taps  in  distribution 
are  examined  regularly,  and  new  mains  as  laid  are  chlorinated  and  sampled 
prior  to  use  for  supply  purposes. 

There  are  no  standpipes  and  the  fluoride  content  is  low,  the  range 
being  0.1  - 0.2  ppm. 

No  reliable  information  is  available  for  this  particular  area  of 
the  population  supplied,  but  the  number  of  connections  was  approxiamately 
as  follows

Milk 


The  local  authority  is  responsible  for  registering  premises  where 
milk  is  retailed  and  there  are  31  in  the  district.

Knackers  Yard 

The  licensed  premises  at  Hock  were  inspected  regularly  throughout 
the  year  and  are  well  maintained,  clean  and  records  were  up  to  date. 
These  animals  are  net  for  human  consumption,  the  meat  being  used  for 
pet  foods  after  sterilisation.  The  total  throughput  of  852  animals  was 
recorded.

RODENT  CONTROL 

During  the  year  a total  of  673  treatments  were  carried  out  for  the 
destruction  of  rats  and  mice  in  the  district.  This  includes  177  agricul 
tural  holdings  and  the  remainder  were  either  dwelling  houses,  local 
authority  or  business  premises.  The  rodent  control  service  is  free  to 
all  domestic  properties,  the  others  being  charged  on  a time  and  labour 
basis  . 

Contracts 


The  system  of  contracts,  mainly  with  farmers  and  large  establish- 
ments, was  continued o Regular  inspections  are  carried  out  each  month 
and  treatment  is  undertaken  when  necessary.  An  annual  payment  is  made 
to  the  Council  for  this  service  by  the  owners  and  this  amounted  to 
£564  in  1970.  The  number  of  properties  covered  by  the  contract  system 
was  63. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  regular  weekly  ’kerbside’  collection  of  household  refuse  has 
been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  Alternative  collections  were 
provided  in  those  parishes  where  the  collection  day  fell  on  Bank  Holiday 
and  all  householders  were  notified  of  the  change  by  placing  a leaflet  on 
the  dustbin.  Occupiers  of  properties  also  took  full  advantage  of  the 
Council’s  special  collection  scheme  which  involves  the  removal  of  such 
items  as  armchairs,  refrigerators,  in  fact  any  bulky  commodity  that  can- 
not be  disposed  of  any  other  way.  In  all  some  1,146  visits  were  made, 
the  highest  total  in  any  one  year. 
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The  continued  development  in  the  district  meant  that  more  time  had 
to  he  spent  in  planning  and  re-organising  the  collection  routes.  It 
was  necessary  to  revise  the  schedule  of  properties  covered  by  each  crew 
and  new  routes  were  brought  into  effect  in  October,  1970o  The  adminis- 
tration of  the  service  took  an  increasing  amount  of  time  and  it  was 
therefore  of  great  benefit  when  the  Council  agreed  for  an  additional 
officer  to  be  appointed.  Mr0  Ao  Chadwick  took  up  his  duties  as 
Cleansing  Superintendent  in  February  of  this  year  and  has  already  taken 
over  most  of  the  day  to  day  supervision. 

Collection 


The  number  of  men  engaged  on  the  collection  of  refuse  throughout 
the  district  was  28  and  one  man  was  also  employed  on  salvage  work.  The 
Council  are  fortunate  in  having  a nucleus  of  drivers  and  collectors  who 
have  been  with  the  Council  for  a number  of  years  and  who  a.re  dependable 
and  reliable.  This  gives  the  service  certain,  stability  and  regularity 
it  would  not  otherwise  enjoy. 

The  Council  own  seven  modern  refuse  vehicles  all  Shelvoke  and 
Drewry  manufacture.  The  majority  have  a carrying  capacity  of  35  cubic 
yards  as  compared  with  the  standard,  size  of  18  cubic  yards  a few  years 
ago . 

Pi sposal 

All  domestic  and  trade  refuse  was  disposed  of  an  Hazeley  Heath  by 
controlled  tipping.  It  is  not  generally  realised  that  the  tip  receives 
refuse  from  an  approximate  population  of  '2,000  people  each  day.  The 
growing  volume  of  packaging  materials  including  plastics  adds  to  the 
difficulty  of  leaving  refuse  on  an  exposed  plateau.  During  the  year 
another  machine  to  assist  the  Bray  Loader  540  was  purchased  and  came 
into  use  in  August,  1970.  This  Track  Marshall  Bulldozer  was  able  to 
supplement  the  work  of  the  original  machine  and  enable  greater  control 
to  be  exercised.  It  was,  unfortunately,  sometime  before  a suitable 
driver  could  be  found  but  this  problem  has  been  overcome.  Negotiations 
were  opened  for  a new  tip  to  be  operated  at  Bramshill  and  this  will  come 
into  use  during  1971. 

Salvage 

An  income  of  £4,540  was  received  from  the  sale  of  waste  paper, 
cardboard,  rags  and  metals.  The  value  of  the  salvage  scheme  is  that 
the  Council  were  able  to  nay  a bonus  averaging  93P • a week  for  each 
employee  and  that  a lot  of"  waste  paper  is  baled  that  would,  otherwise 
have  to  be  deposited  at  the  tip. 


W ET  SCAVENGING 

The  Council  continued  to  provide  a service  for  the  emptying  of 
cesspools  and  some  bucket  closets  and  the  level  of  work  was  much  the 
same  as  for  the  previous  year0  The  total  number  of  cesspools  recorded 
is  1,593  and  there  were  37  new  ones  emptied  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  cesspools  emptied  was  3? 904,  amounting  to  1 0,41 2 loads  of 
700  gallons  each  load.  Two  free  emptyings  are  provided  a year  one  in 
each  six  months  and  the  charge  for  add : t ' cna.1.  emptyings  remained  at 
50p.  for  the  first  load  and  ?5p*  for  each  subsequent  load.  Properties 
on  cesspools  within  the  sewered  areas  received  no  free  emptyings  and  a 
charge  of  £2,00  per  load  is  made.  The  average  bonus  for  the  six  men 
employed  on  this  service  was  £1 ,53  per  week.  The  number  of  buckets  has 
reduced  to  47  which  is  15  less  than  the  previous  year.
